On the invitation and urging of 


Miss Margaret McQuade, who had 
charge of the Osceola schools at thnt 
time, Mrs. Jolly came 'here in 1875, 
just after the great 'Osceola iire, *nd 
bcjran the work -which was to endear 
her to the whole community. She, 
therefore has the -wonderful record of 
39 consecutive years teaching in the 
schools of our town. In 1914 the in-

When thoroughly chilled, -the car- 


casses- are ready for. shipment. .A bar- 
rel is a convenient "shipping container. 
Place a layer of cracked ice in the 
bottom of the barrel, then 'a layer of 
turkeys, followed alternately by lay- 
ers of Ice and turkeys, and topped off 
with a layer of ice. Tack burlap over 
the top of the barrel.
